Stevenson Aide Charges Article 
A Hoax; London Paper Apologizes 


WASHINGTON (TE*— A spokes­ 
man for Adlai F. Stevenson pinned 
a “ hoax” label today on a dispatch 
published 
in

Chronicle under the byline of the 
tw o -tim e Democratic presidential 
nominee. 


William Blair, Stevenson’s assist­ 
ant, said neither the former Illinois 
governor nor any m em ber of his 
stall had either written or author 
ized the dispatch, which sharply 
criticized the Eisenhower adm inis­ 
tration. 
The dispatch said the President 
and his staff “sacrificed tru th ” and 
“the respect and confidence of our 
friends abroad” for political advan­ 
tage. 
It also criticized adm inistra­ 
tion 
plan- 
for 
the 
forthcoming 
NATO “sum m it” meeting in Paris. 
Blair said Stevenson knew noth­ 
ing about the contents of the arti- j 
cie. 
“ It’s just a hoax,” he said. “State­ 
ments made months or years ago 
were updated and made to appear 
current.” 
“ In addition,” he added, “quota­ 
tions were attributed to the gov­ 
ernor 
particularly on the NATO 
m eeting- which he has never said 
to anyone,” 


Keith Kyle, Washington repre­ 
sentative of the London newspaper, 
said that on behalf of his editors 
he has subm itted to Stevenson an 
apology 
for “causing 
em barrass-1 
mcnt to the governor.” 


“The News Chronicle published 
the article in good faith after tak­ 


ing steps to insure its reliability,” 
he said, 


He said the dispatch was distrib­ 
uted by the British feature syndi 
cate, P. A.-Reuters, an affiliate of 
the Reuters news agency, and was 
prepared by Kurt Singer, the syndi­ 
cate’s p a rt-tim e fre e-la n c e w riter 
who lives near Hollywood, Calif. 
Kyle said Singer insisted he got 
fresh quotations directly from Ste 
venson and that the form er Demo­ 
cratic nominee knew how the dis­ 
patch would be handled. 
Blair denied Singer’s claim, say­ 
ing, “We never heard of the fel­ 
low.”

Hagerty declined to comment on 
views of Dr. John P. Hagen, Van­ 
guard project director, and some 
I m em bers of Congress that there 
should not have been so much ad­ 
vance publicity on the Vanguard 
attempt. 
But he replied with a flat “ No” 
when asked if the White House 
was in any way involved in any 
planned build-up for the firing.
